E Sr. PAUL, April 1.—The Pioneer-Press this

LONDON, April 1.—The first attack on the 
Government’s policy in the Transvaal was 
made by Lord Cairns (Conservative) in the 
Lords last night. He alluded to the announce- 
ment in the Queen’s speech at the opening of 
Parhamentthat the authority of the crown 
would be promptly vindicated in the/Transvaal, 
and asked whether the authority of the crown 
had been vindicated at all.

stained. He emphatically protested against 
the handing of hundreds of thousands of Brit- 
ish subjects back toas bad asystem of slavery 
as ever existed inthe world. He argued: ‘‘We 
had no security that the Boers would accept 
the decisions of the Roval Commission, and 
Asked How we were to enforce them ifthe 
Boers did not accept them when our reinforce- 
ments quitted the Cquntry? as, he said, by 
the terms of peace ammunition is not to be 
supplied to the garrisons in the Transvaal. 
They would be merely hostages in the hands of 
the Boers.’’ Lord Cairns concluded by a gen- 
eral denunciation of the terms of peace in a 
peroration of strikingeloquence, which elicited 
an outburst of cheering. Lord Kimberley, 
Colonial Secretary, replied there could be no 
doubt that if the war bad continued the greater 
part of South Africa weuld have been involved 
in it. 

He said he was convinced that for some years 
there had been no slavery in the Transvaal.

LAFAYETTE’S GRANDSON. 


— 


Reminiscences Recalled by His Death 
Lafayette’s Stolen Watch. 
From the New York Herald. 


Much is expected in France of the man who 
bears a great name. Oscar de Lafayette Was 
2 boy atthe Polytechnic School when the 
„hero of two continents’? was ‘borne in pa- 
geant tothe grave. His father was not the 
man to battle his wayto eminence through 
the stormy close of Louis Philippe’s reign, 
and the Republicans looked anxiously to the 
young officer who had won his epaulettes and 
a decoration in Algeria. When the 
second revolution burst in 1848 
his father and he were carried tothe head 
ofthe poll in the department of Seine-et- 
Marne., Soon afterward his father died and 
he was fott with his brother Francois to bear 
the burden of the name and to uphold Repub- 
can ideas. The weight was too heavy for 
them. The elder made a mild opposition to 
the intrigues of Louis Napoleon, entered a 
mild protest against the proclamation of De- 
cember, 1851, and after suffering imprison- 
ment for a few days, always for the sake of 
the name, retired mildly into private life and 
was heard of no more until the throne of Na- 
poleon III. was tottering. Failing of election 
in 1869 he was returned by his old constit- 
ueney in 1871. He, took his seat with the 
leit, and was made president of one of its 
innumerable groups. His passage through 
the chamber of deputies was not marked by 
any striking incident, and he was quietly 
elected to the Senate in 1875. His only nota- 
ble voces in that body were those which he 
gave in the summer of 1877 against 
the dissolution of the lower chamber and in 


the spring of 1869 against the return] of the 


legislative houses in Paris. His parliamenta- 
ry life, then, was wholly uneventful, and he 
would hardly be known to Americans but for 
one or two incidents of a minor character. 
One was the presentation of Gen. Lafayette’s 


watch in 1874. It will be remembered that |. 


when the General was travelingin this coun- 
try in 1825 a valuable watch, which had been 
presented to him by Washington as a souven- 
ir of the capitulation of Lord Cornwallis, was 
lost by him or stolen from him at Nashville, 
Tenn. Some years afterward it was purchas- 
ed by a private individual at a pawnbroker’s 
shop in Louisville, Ky., for the sum of $75. A 
newspaper paragraph brought this purchase 
to the notice of Congress, and a joint resolu- 
tion was passed appropriating 8300 for the 
purchase ofthe relicand the restoration to 
the family of Lafayette. The watch was an 
old-fashioned one, with double case of mas- 
sive gold, the outer case being skillfully en- 
graved. The inner case bore the following in- 
¢cription: 


G. WASHINGTON 
to 
GILBERT MOTIER DE LAFAYETTE, 
Lord Cornwallis’s Capitulation, 
(Yorktown), 
Oct. 19, 1781. 


The inscription, which was in old English 
letters, was somewhat worn and indistinct, 
and an error in reading the date as February 
17, instead of the true date of the capitula- 
tion, led to some doubts as toits genuine- 
ness. A closer inspection showed this read- 
ing to be a mistake. In conformity with the 
congressional resolution Mr. Washburne, 
then minister to France, presented the watch 
on December 4, 1874,to M. Oscar de Lafay- 
«tte. The ceremony took place at the Ameri- 
can embassy. Mr. Washburne in his ad- 
dress narrated the circumstances of the theft 
ofthe watch and the passage by Congress 
of the resolution for its restora- 
tion to the descendants of the 
Marquis de Lafayette and said: 1 
um fulfilling a pleasant duty. The inscrip- 
tion on the watch recalls to mind a great 
deed which can never be effaced from the 
history of the United States—the deed which 
terminated the American revolution and as- 
sured the independence of the United States. 
Jam bere as the interpreter of the sentiments 
of the Government and people of the United 
States towards you and the other descendants 
ofthe Marquis de Lafayette. Letus form 
earnest wishes for the happiness and pros- 
perity of all bearing your venerated name, 
und with those wishes let us associate France, 
who was allied with the United States, who 


. is our traditional friend, and whose glory is 


dear to us.“ M. de Lafayette, in reply to 
Mr. Washburne, solemnly acknowledged his 
thanks for the relic presented to him by the 
United States Congress. He also thanked 
Mr. Washburne for the 
he had uttered, and that the 
Lafayette family were filled with 
profound gratitude for the sympathetic re- 
membrances which have been preserved for 
their ally by the Americans. He requested 
Mr. Washburn to express to the American 
people and to their Congress and Govern- 

ment the thanks of the Lafayette family and 
their admiration for their second country. 
This was the beginning of pleasant courtesies 
between the United States and the deceased 
statesman. In 1876, when the statue of La- 
fayette was inaugurated in Union Square, 
Mayor Wickham received a letter from the 
Senator which said: »The inhabitants of 

New York have been pleased to secure and 

now have among them the very image ‘of La- 
fayette in the city which the contestants of 
1776 saw in its infancy, and which has to-day 

become one of the firstin the world. Noth- 
ing can better prove how just was the war for 

American independence and how marvellous 
is the fruitfulness of its results. The 
descendants of Gen. Lafayette make their 
sincere acknowledgements to the citizens of 

New York and to all others who were asso- 

ciated with them in the ceremonies.” M. de 

Lafayette was also one of the French Com- 

missioners to the Philadelphia exhibition. A 

ear later he received from Gen. W. W. H. 
Davis and George W. Childs two small pic- 
tures which were interesting reminders of 
America and of his grandfather. One of 
them represented the old house at Bethle- 

hem, Penn., in which Gen. Lafayette was 

taken after being wounded at Brandywine, 

and where he was nursed by the Moravian 

sisters. The other was a view of the house 
occupied as headquarters near Hartsville, 

Bucks county, on the banks of Neshaminy 
Creek, in August, 1777, when and where Gen. 
Lafayette first reported to the Commander- 

in-Chief for service in the American army. 

M. Oscar de Lafayette was 66uyears old, hav- 
ing been born August 10 1815. His brother, 
who is three years his junior, still sits in the 
French Senate. 


Electricity in the Human Body. 
From the London Lancet. 


Most people are familiar with the“ spark“ 
which may be produced under certain condi- 
tions by stroking the fur of a cat; and travel- 
ers in Canada and other cold, dry countries 
have witnetsed the still more remarkable phe- 
nomena of the human body being turned into 
a conductor of electricity, and the possibility 
of lighting the gas by merely placing one’s 
finger—given the necessary conditions of elec- 
trical excitement—near the gas jet, without 
any other agency. Mr. A. W. Mitcheson, the 
African traveler, whois engaged in writing 
a narrative of his exploring expeditions in 
western Central Africa, gives some still more 
startling facts. He states, that, one evening, 
When striking an African native, in a moment 
of anger, with a cowhide sn 34 he was aston- 
ished to see sparks produced, and still more 
4d to find that the natives themselves 
ite accustomed to the phenomenon.

SPURIOUS RELICS. 


Reasons for Thinking the Traffic Has 
Not Extended to America. 
From the New York World, March 28. 


Mr. John A. McSorley, a Custom-House 
broker, has had charge of all the Custom- 
House business in this city of the Catholic 
clergy for the last thirty years, and has ob- 
tained the clearance of most of the relics im- 

orted into the country in that period. 
Speaking of the.cable dispatch published in 
vesterday’s World in regard to spurious rel- 
ics, he said that he had no idea how a traffic 
in such articles could exist. In the first 

lace, the sale or purchase of relics is for- 

idden by the Catholic Church. A clergy- 
man who bought a relic would be liable to 
excommunication. In the second place, Mr. 
McSorley said, no relic wouid be accepted or 
venerated unless its identity was most con- 
clusively established. Relics received from 
the Pope are stamped with his seal and are 
accompanied by certificates signed and sealed 
by him or by some one authorized to act for 
him. Relics received from other sources, 
such as churches and monasteries, are re- 
quired to have the seal and certificates given 
with them by which they can be traced back 
to their original owners. Mr. —— gave 
the following instance to show how relics are 
transferred: About a year ago, when the 
mother superior of the convent of the Sisters 
of Mercy at Cincinnati was in Rome. she beg- 
ged from the general mother of the order a 
relic that was in the church of the order at 
Rome. It was granted to her after some diffi- 
culty, and about three months ago arrived in 
New York, packed in two cases, the inner case 
being sealed. Certificates showing that it 
had been in the Roman church more than 100 
years and tracing its previous history were 
sent separately. These papers were examined 
by Mr. McSorley. Ifany of the seals on the 
chest had been found broken, an investiga- 
tion would have been required to show how 
the break occurred.

He received it from an tal- 
ian lady of noble birth, who ave 
it to him in return for services rendered at 
the custom- house, It bears the papal seal at 
the lower right hand corner. Mr. Mesorley has 
a certificate signed by the Cardinal-Vicar to 
the effectthat the engraving is a true copy 
and that the linen was touched to the original 
and to a piece of the Cross. As to the second 
part of the dispatch, which is to the effect 
that collections of bones purporting to be re- 
mains of early martyrs recently dug from the 
catacombs had been shipped to America, 
Mr. McSorley said that the only relics he knew 
of that were coming to this country were the 
remains of St.Justina,which were expected in 
about two weeks. They were obtained by 
the Rev. Mr. Mollinger, pastor of the Church 
of the Most Holy Name at Allegheny City, 
Pa. 


Jim Currie’s Ending. 
Philadelphia Special to the Chicago Times. 


Jim Currie, the desperado who murdered 
Benjamin C. Porter, the actor, and wounded 
Maurice Barrymore, at Marshall, Tex., on 
March 2, two years ago,is dead. He was 
killed during a spreeat Las Vegas, New 
Mexico. The particulars are containedin a 
letter to Unit States Marshal Kerns, re- 
ceived this afternoon. Currie had been 
drinking heavily in a saloon on Thursday 
last, and threatened the lives of several peo- 

le. Among the persons threatened was the 
martender, who, in self-defense, shot the 
Texan murderer, the ball entering his fore- 
head and coming out at the back of his head. 
A party of railroad hands, friends of the dead 
man, attempted to lynch the bartender, but 
the Sheriff succeeded in getting him to jail. 
A coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury at 
once 1eturned a verdict of shooting in self- 
defense. The bartender was held, as further 
trouble was expected. 

The death of Currie ends a wild career. He 
went into the war with company A, 12th Ohio 
volunteers, and subsequently became an 
engineer on a Kansas railroad. One day at 
Lawrence he got into a row with a lot of ex- 
cursionists, fought ferociously, vanquished 
them, and made his escape on his engine. 
After.this he killed a man in Junction City in 
a quarrel over a woman. This was followed 
by another murder, which ended his Kansas 
experience. Next he became a scout under 
Custer. Finally he drifted to Texas, where 
Sam Rass and his band of train-robbers were 
having full swing, To a 7 degree the 
capture and destruction of these men were 
due to the shrewdness and exertions of the 
man who afterward murdered Porter in so 
brutal and cowardly a manner, and would 
have shot a woman except for her piteous 
appeals for mercy. The story of the murder 
of Benjamin C. Porter and the wounding of 
Maurice Barrymore at Marshall, Texas, two 
years ago, is tamiliar. Currie was in a rest- 
uurant where Miss Cummins was eating. He 
insulted her, and Porter interfered. Currie 
drew his revolver and shot Porter, and also 
wounded Barrymore, who also came to the 
aid of the lady and his friend. Currie was 
arraigned in June last, and, after a most dis- 
graceiul trial, which was little more than a 
farce, was acquitted on the ground of insani- 
ty. Marshal Kerns received the news of Cur- 
rie’s death from a personal friend in Las 
Vegas. The letter wound upironically: It 
is an old saying that fellows like him never 
die with their boots off.“ 


Making a Callin Mississippi.

A Napoleonic Veteran.

The published accounts of the ce lebration 
of the 100th birthday of Albert C. Bogart of 
44 North Main street, Patterson, which oc- 
curred on Monday, has elicited the fact that 
there is living inthe same city a yet older 
man, Aaron Goldstein. Mr. Goldstein isaJew, 
and he claims that he was born in 1778, mak- 
ing his age 103 years. He lives with his young- 
est daughter, the wife of M. Pinner, a well- 
known clothier in Main street. Mrs. Pinner 
is the youngest of twelve children. Her fath- 
er Was not married until he was nearly thirty 
years of age, and his first child was not born 
until after he had been married ten years. 
This child is living at the age of sixty-three. 
Mr. Goldstein has many descendants, extend- 
ing down to the fourth generation. Many of 
them live in Europe and other parts of the 
world. 

Mr. Goldstein is remarkably well preserved. 
— is occasionally childish, but his memory is 
air. 
is so good that he can read the smallest print 
or pick up a pin from the floor without using 
spectacles. e has a good appetite,and he 
undergoes the rigid fasts of his religion, 
without, apparently, suffering any annoy- 
ance. He walks out every fair day, and 
nearly every Saturday he may be seen in the 
synagogue. 

He bears on his person the scars of wounds 
received while serving under the first Napo- 
leon in the memorable Russian campaign. 
The wounds were received at Moscow. At 
times, when his memory is unclouded, he re- 
lates the experiences of the awful retreat 
from Russia. He says that the scenes of that 
advance, when Napoleon battled his way into 
the heart of Russia, and of the subsequent 
retreat, could not be effaced from his memo- 
ry were he to live athousand years. He 
served in other campaigns, but he seems to 
have little remembrance of any of them, even

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THE LOST JEANNETTE. 


Plans for Searching for the III-Fated 
Polar Searcher. 
From the New York Herald. 


The report of the Jeannette Relief Board, 
which we publish this morning, outlines the 
course determined by the steamer to be sent 
in search of the Jeannette. The Board pro- 
pose that the search vessel shall leave for the 
Aretie by June 1, and after calling at Petro- 

aulovski, St. Michaels and St. Lawrence 

ay, it will proceed to the Siberian coast op- 
— Wrangell Land, and in August en- 

eavor to followup Captain De Long’s line 
of northward movement by sledge journeys 
over Eastern Wrangell Land. This scheme of 
search is doubtless well considered, and yet 
may be subjected to moditication prior to the 
departure of the vessel. 

t may be worthy of careful reflection 
whether it will not be in the power of the re- 
lief ship to attempt in July to cross the Arc- 
tic Sea from Icy Cape or Point Barrow to the 
northeasternmost known point of Wrangell 
Land, thus at once striking upon the Jean- 
nette’s track. No vessel has ever reached 
Wrangell Land from the south in August, 
and it is very questionable whether any vessel 
can reach its southeast coast until late in Sep- 
tember, when the easterly winds, which drift 
the ice inlarge quantities on its eastern side, 
give way to the westerly winds, which clear 
the sea ofits frozen masses. It is prob- 
able,“ says Woeikof, that the pressure 
continues to rise in the _ circumpolar 
zone till July, thus causing the 
northerly winds of Arctic America.“ If by 
July 15, therefore, the search ship could 
penetrate to Wrangell Land from a point on 
the American coast between Icy Cape and 
Point Barrow, animmense advantage would 
be gained. Ifthis attempt failed inJuly no 
time would be lost for executing the main 

lan, for the attempt proposed to be made 

om the Siberian coast by way of Cape 
Hawaii in all probability cannot be undertaken 
until late in August. In 1848 and 1852 Moore 
and Maguire penetrated to 74 degrees north 
in about longitude 160 degrees west, as is 
shown on the chart of the Hydrographie 
office within about 290 miles of the north- 
easternmost known point of Wrangell Land. 
As is scarcely credible that the Jeannette, if 
afloat, is now near the southeastern extremity 
of Wrangell Land, and it is 
80 much more robable that she 
has worked to the northeast for a consider- 
ble distance, it would seem extremely de- 
sirable to make an effort, if not attended with 
too much risk, to anticipate her progress and 
reach her advance track in July by a course 
from Point Barrow to the northwestward. 
July is a favorable period, apparently, for this 
attempt, when the ice is notso impenetrable, 
and were it successful some traces of the 
Jeannette’s more recent movements would 
probably be found, while the search ship 
would have five weeks of the open season left 
to pursue these traces, and might« hopefully 
expect northwesterly winds late in Septem- 
ber to clear the seas of ice off Wrangell Land, 
thus opening the way for her return home- 
ward. 

As several weeks yet remain in which the 
board can deliberate on-the final plan of search, 
and may obtain new light for their guidance, 
we have no doubt that in the end the best de- 
cision will be reached. 


Raw Ham and Sausage. 
From the New York Herald, 30th. 


Mrs. Adoif Bornholz, who lived at 211 
Washington street, Hoboken, was seized on 
the 9th inst. with violent vomitings and pains 
all over the body. She complained of the in- 
tense pains inher chest, hands and feet; 
every muscle ached; she could not swallow, 
and was unable to obtain sleep except by the 
use Of narcotics. Dr. Kudlich was sent for 
and thought that her symptoms were those 
that usually precede an attack of cholera. On 
this supposition he prescribed for her, but 
the medicine did not seem to do her any 
good. Within a few days the husband was 
taken down with the same symptoms and be- 
came very ill. Then Dr. Kudlich called his 
son for consultation and they made up their 
mindsthat the couple were suffering from 
trichinosis. All that medical skill could do 
was done to save the unfortunate couple, but 
in the case of the woman it was too late; she 
died in great pain and agony on Sunday night. 
Yesterday County Physician Elder, the Doc- 
tors Kudlich and Wendt, of New 
York, the latter being an expert in 
microscopical work, made a post mortem ex- 
amination of the body. The microscope 
showed triching spirales in all the tissues of 
the body. Dr. Kudlich took a small piece af 
the dead woman’s muscle to his office for 
further examination. He placed a small 
piece inthe field of the microscope, and it 
was seen to be fairly alive with the infinite- 
simal worms, though the body from which it 
was taken had been dead twenty-four hours. 
On the examination it was learned that Mr. 
Bornholz was very fond of his young wife, 
and wasinthe habit of bringing home im- 
ported sausage and ham, which they were in 
the habit of eating raw, as is usual with Ger- 
mans. 

Mr. Bornholz married his wife against the 
consent of his parents about seven months 
ago, but she was a worthy girl and they have 
been very happy. Her mother is a steward- 
ess on one of the Hamburg steamers, and 
had not seen her daughter since her mar- 
riage. The vessel arrived on Sunday, and 
the mother at once went to her daughter’s 
house tocongratulate heron her marriage. 
The sight of the crape on the door startied 
her, and when she entered the house and 
learned the sad truth she fainted. Mr. Born- 
holz is in a very precarious condition.

AN OLD MISER. 


A Woman With $20,000 Dies Like a 
Penniless Beggar. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. . 
The life of an ola woman, Mrx. Ellen Kella- 
her, who died yesterday morning at the City 


Hospital, might, if fully written up, present } 


a remarkable instance of the utter desolation 


in which human beings may exist in their ef- | 


fort to amass fortune. Old Mrs. Kellaher, 
though she lived and died like the veriest 
pauper, could have expended at any moment 
enough money to have made her as comforta- 
ble and as happy, perhäps, as anybody in 
Louisville. It is said tha she was worth at 
least $20,000, and it is @nown she owned a 
couple of excellent brick houses near 
the corner of Sevententh and 
Market streets. Ina miserable zarret in one 
of these houses she lived ber- 
self,as hopeless and 2 245 as a hermit. 
Her only ambition was to add a few more 
dollars every year to her coveted store. She 
bad no intercourse with the world further 
than to eollect the rent from her tenants and 
to see that her money was kept safely on de- 
posit in the banks. An incident connected 
with the old woman’s life tells very forcibly 
how she lived and how wildly she loved her 
money. About three 1 ago a fire broke 
out in ber garret, an 

Courier-Journal reporter was among the first 
to arrive after the bells had sounded the 
alarm. The scene presented was a remarka- 
ble one. Great tongues of fire were darting 
through the hatches on top of tl e house, and 
huge volumes of smoke rolled through the 
door. The face of the old 
woman appeaared at one of 
the windows, and, stopping no l@nger than it 
required to hurl a bundle of bed out into 
the yard, she rushed back inte the room, 
never heeding the smoke and flir that envel- 
oped her. About this time the ter hook - 
and -ladder crew arrived, with? Captain _ 
Schultz in command who Trugned up 
stairsinto the burning buildiag. The old 
woman was dragged out, with her clothing on 
fire and the hair all singed -fro 1 head. 
Even in this plight she attempted break 
awuy from the fireman and rush back into 
the room. She fought and shrjeked like a 
mad woman, and when she fours herself un- 
able to get away, dropped on r knees in 
the snow and pitiably implored somebody to 
zo into the garret and save he money. It 
finally became necessary for the olice to lock 


nher in a cell at the Seventeenth street station, 


and there she beat herself sick against the 
bars endeavoring to get out. In the mean- 
time the fire had been extinguished, 
and those who were about had an 
ea to see the interior 
0 the meena garret. It was 
a wretched place at best, but scorched 
with fire and drenched with water, it could 
only have been described by the pen ofa 
novelist. The contents of the room present- 
ed a collection of almost everything imagina- 
ble, and the whole was rendered entirely 
worthless by the fire and water. In the pil- 
low the old woman had thrown out into the 
yard the police found $1,200 in greenbacks 
and gold. A number of notes and other val- 
uable papers were found, but though the old 
woman would never tell, it is supposed sev- 
eral hundred dollars and a lot of bonds she is 
said to have owned were burned. After be- 
ing released from the station-house the mis- 
erable creature indignantly drove the crowd 
from her premises, and caring nothing for 
her injuries poked around among the debris 
searching for her treasure. She clutched the 
money found by the police when it was re- 
turned to her, and even seemed indignant 
that they had dared so much as to pick it up 
from the ground. About eighteen months 
after the tire she lost several hundred dollars 
out of her pocket, and the double shock of 
misfortune proved too muchforher.

In plain-going England a Prince has to be 
married very much like anybody else.

A King’s marriage 
is a cerimonial ofitself, anda Prince must 
submit to a wearisome ordeal of forms. The 
Hof-Prediger’s duties at an end, the Hof- 
Marschall’s begin. and doubtless that stern 
functionary will scorn to intermit on ¢his oc- 
casion one jot or tittle of the medieval cere- 
monies which three years ago attended the 
weddings of Prince William’s sister and 
cousin. La Cour“ is a form which has ever 
been dear tothe Hohenzollerns. While the 
Emperor and Empress sit in state the guests 
walk past them in single file—the ladies first, 
the gentlemen next, and the less distinguish- 
ed courtiers in the order which has 
been assigned them. At one time the sover- 
— to indicate his superiority, used to play 
whist and chess while the procession swept 
along on its stately march. But of late years 
he has contrived to bearthe irksome cere- 
mony without recourse to any such pastime. 
Supper is a less undesirable form; but it, too, 
isa ceremony.

Electors to surround the Emperor as 
he ‘‘sits in Kaiser pone and pride;’’ 
but the duty of attending on his wants 
is too lofty tobe yet intrusted to the igno- 
ble hands of untitied footmen. Supper over, 
the medieval *“*Fackeltanz’’ begins. As the 
royal parsonages siton the dais—the ladies 
on the right, the gentlemen on the left, of the 
Emperor and Empress—the Grand Marshal, 
bearing a lighted taper —— Behind 
him are the Cabinet M nisters, and at their 
backs come the married couple. After they 
have solemnly walked around the room tothe 
music of a polonaise, the Emperor takes up 
the march as the escort of the bride. Then 
follows the Empress, and so on until the hall 
has been paced in circuit twenty-two times, 
and every guest has conventionally danced 
with the bride and bridegroom. The last 
ceremony of all is the most curious. The 
bride’s garters are distributed to the assem- 
bled guests. Butasthese articles of toilet 
are limited by nature, scarlet ribbons em- 
broiaered with her initials serve their places, 
and enable the royal lady to gratify every as- 
sistantin the laborious operation of marry- 
ing an imperial husband.

A Praiseworthy Society.

In 1879 there 
were 152 explosions, which killed 208 persons 
and wounded 230; last year there were 170 
explgsions, which killed 259 persons and 
wounded 555. It is to be feared that the olli- 
cial inspection does not keep pace in vigilance 
d care with the additional risk resulting 
from imereised use of boilers, both old and 
new. 

THE Future City left St. Louis with four- 
teen barges on Sunday morning, March 20, at 
9 a. m., and arrived at New Orleans Monday 
morning, March 28, at 11 a. m.

One of the boats will be a duplicate of 
the City of Providence, and is intended for 
the Vicksburg Company, land the other 
will be larger and will belong to the New 
Orleans Company. The latter will be 300 feet 
long by 48 feet beam and 92; feet hold. 
Cylinders 10 feet stroke, by 26 inches in 
diameter, and 5 steel boilers. In addition to 
these contracts the Howards are building a 
boat of the same dimensions as the one just 
described for the New Orleans Anchor Line, 
making three fine packets they have in hand 
for these companies. The first boat will be 
done July 1 andthe others in the fall. 


THe Emma Graham was bound for Pitts- 
burg and the Montana was destined for St. 
Louis at the time of the aceldent, and the 
latter heavily laden. Spenee Sanford and 
William Abrams are the Graham’s pilots,and 
William Hall and James Hamilton the Mon- 
tana’s. The sternwheel Emma Graham was 
built at Pittsburg in 1877, having been fin- 
ished in August of that year, and constructed 
out of the old boat bearing the same name. 
Her dimensions are: Length 225 feet, beam 35 
feet, depth of hold 5 feet. She has four 
double-flue boilers, each 60inches in diameter 
and 26 fect long. Hercylinders were new, 
being 13 inches in diameter and six feet 
stroke. Her owners are Capt. J. N. William- 
son and others. She was valued at $24,000, 
and insured for $16,000 in Cincinnati com- 
panies and one Pittsburg company.

In an interval 
in the trial then in progress, Mr. Joy made an 
‘informal request for a hearing with a view to 
showing the case a bailable one. He said the 
‘defendant had been disch by the 
finding of the coroner’s jury, and also at the 
reliminary examination in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, which left litle ground for 
the presumption that the indictment would 
hold as decided by the Supreme Court. Mr. 
Harris, the Circuit Attorney, stated that he 
had held counsel with the defendant, and-had 
informed the GrandJury and tant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Noonan that he did not think he 
could represent the Statein thecase. There 
seemed little doubt but that the case was a 
‘bailable one, and Judge Laughlin said that 
he already knew, in a general way, of the pro- 
ss of the case. He said that if the 
act was not conceded by the Assistant Circuit 
Attorney he could not well hear argumentif 
it would consume much time, as the work of 
the Court was in a deplorable condition.

Barnum’s Hotel Narrowly Escapes. 

Barnum’s Hotel, on Second and Walnut 
streets, had a narrow escape from destruction 
by re this morning. The building is old, and 
the flues consequently liable to be in an un- 
safe condition. At a little after 10 o' clock this 
morning the fine leading up from the pastry- 
room, onthe first floor, was discovered to be 
on fire atthe point where it passes between 
the second and third tloors. Smoke poured 
out from cracks into the dining-room and an 
adjcining pantry. As soon as the smoke was 
discovered an alarm was turned on. ‘The Fire 
Department, by means of ladders, scaled 
the low buildings in the hotel court aud 
cached the point whence the sinoke 
issued. A-hole was made with pick-axes in 
the chimuey wall and a large hydrant hose in- 
sertedin the chimney. ‘The fire was thus 
speedily extinguished with a total loss not ex- 
eeeding $25. ‘The ceiling between the second 
and third floors was a little charred and like- 
wise the interior woodwork of an adjacent 
wibcow.

Keokuk Stockholders in the United States 
Court Fighting ‘the Assignment, 

Judges McCrary and Treat in the United 
States Circuit Court to-day heard the argu- 
ments of counselin the latest phaseof the 
Keokuk Northern Line Packet Company’s 
fight. Edmund T. Allen, representing the non- 
resident petitioners, Hutchinson & Anderson, 
Iowa stockholders, briefly summarized the ob- 
ject of the proceeding in the 
United States Court. These stockholad- 
ers complain that four days before the 
annual meeting in January the directors of 
the company made a traudulent assignment of 
the property to Charles Green while the com- 
pany was iv a solvent condition, thus antici- 
pating the getion of the stockholders in annual 
metting. The petitioning - stockholders do 
not seek to interfere with the property 
as it remains. in the hands 01 
the receiver appointed b: the State 
Court, Samuel C. Clubb, but desire to attack 
the assignment and ask the United States 
Court to grant an order restraining Chas. 
Green, as assignee, from interfering in any 
way with the Packet Company's property after 
the receiver shall have been discharged by the 
State Court. The assignment was executed 
by the reconstructed board ofdirectors after 
the decision of Judge Lindley, ousting the 
Davidsons. That proceedings was sustained 
by the Virenit Court, first by Judge Lindley, 
who recognized the assignment as valid, and 
secondy by Judge Adams, who held thatthe 
Court had no right to order a release of the as- 
sisnment. The Davidson faction, in its effort 
to have the property restored, presented a 
petition signed by 96 per cent of the creditors 
ussenting thereto, but it did not 


have the desired effect. The - conflict 
is a very stubborn one, represented 
by the Davidsons on theone hand, and the 
Grays or the minority interest on the other. 
The argument to-day in the United States 
Court bore chietiy upon the question of juris- 
diction, James ‘Taussig and Geo.

BUENTEH’S BRUTALITY. 


Shoching Allegations of a Wife's Prayer for 
; voreé, > 

A petition for divorge was. fled to-day ay 
Augusta Buente against George Buente, a 
wholesale grocer, doing business near Six 
teenth and Papin. The prayer is drawn in 
behalf of the wife by Frederick Gottschalk and 
it contains the following allegations: 
The mairiage took place in Germany in 


April, 1874. The wife alleges that she has con - 
tinued to live with her husband from the date 
of marriage to the present time, and has at all 
times treated him with kindness and affection, 
performing all her duties as a faſthful wife, but 
that her husband has rendered ‘her condition 
intolerable by a series of brutal acts, to-wit: 
During a veriod extending over 
three years the wife ‘alleges that 
husband whipped and maltreated her on 
divers occasions, beating her with his fists, 
throwing her violently against the wall and 
striking her while in a delicate condition. 
Upon one oceasion the wife alleges that her 
husband threw atea-pot and its cöntents at 
her head, and upon another occasion Mrs, 
Buente states that her husband took up the 
iron top of the stove and hurled it at her. 
Subsequently it is alleged that Mr. 
Buente poured cold water all over the 
child lying in a bed, causing it much fright and 
anguish, and occasioning a severe shock to ua 
tender and delicate system. Mr. Buente is fur- 
ther charged with throwing his wife violently 
ugainst a tree inthe garden, and with whip- 

ing her allover the body while she was sick 
in bed. In another tit of violence itis alleged 
that Mr. Buente seized a bed-room toilet arti-
